Engine* of No. 28 Break Down, Despite Applications of Salad Oil 
and Butter When Lubricating Oil Gives Out, and Craft 
Is in Distress for Thirty Days— Crew 
on Short Rations.

How tho crew of a aobmnrlne ehf,s#P 
• rigged pp bed clothe# as Bails, their sig­ 
nals of distress falling to bring help 
after the vessel’s engines were dis­ 
abled and her navigating instruments 
v ashed overboard in mtdocenn, and 
how they piloted the craft through the 
open sen for n mouth until they 
reached the Afore*, Is graphically de­ 
scribed in the report of Alexis Duluhen, 
the sailing master in command, which 
has Ju*t been made public by the navy 
department. 
The submarine chaser, which was 
called No. 28, was American built and 
one of a group turned over to the 
French government. Manned by French 
crews the vessels left the Bermuda* 
on January 7, 1918, and soon struck 
heavy weather. The tugs and chasers 
found It hard to keep together. 
Iii a 
terrine storm on January 12 the tug 
convoy was scattered and No. 28 lost 
tight of her companions. 
Heavy seas carried away her life­ 
boat*, davits, boxes of coal and gaso­ 
line aud ventilators. The engine room 
waa Hooded, but the crew managed to 
start one engine und keep the vessel 
going. 
When the weather moderated 
somewhat No. 28 started out in search 
of her convoy. {She then developed en­ 
gine trouble, and the shortage of lubri­ 
cating oil became alarming. 
Although the crew worked frantical­ 
ly they could not locate the trouble 
and the engines finally went “dead.” 
Submarine chaser No. 28 was therefore 
helpless, and although many signals of 
distress were sent up nobody seemed 
to se* them. 
Reported at the Azores.

Interest Is from northwest to southwest. 
“I Bighted four steamers, of which 
three were very far away and making 
a course nearly parallel to mine, so 
that they did not approach very near 
to me. 
They were out of sight very 
quickly and probably did not see me. 
“On the 8th of February at half* 
past nine in the morning, I saw the 
third steamer about four points to 
jxirt and crossing our course not far 
away. 
The weather was line, the sea 
very beautiful. 
I at once hoisted sig­ 
nal* of distress and got out the life­ 
boat. maimed by two volunteers, and 
ordered It to get In the path of th* 
steamer and speak to him, but when 
he arrived at a distance of about five 
tulles a lid was bearing about two 
points forward of the port beam, the 
steamer changed course suddenly and 
put on all steam. 
I immediately Ared 
a salvo of seven guns at intervals of 
one minute, in accordance with the 
rules of distress signals, but ha did not 
answer me and continued to run away. 
At 15 minutes past eleven he disap­ 
peared over the horizon, heading about 
southwest. 
“The conduct of the crew’ was mar­ 
velous throughout the voyage. 
They 
retained at all times their habitual 
} calm. 
They never complained of the 
t smallness of the ratlou which it was 
> necessary for me to restrict them to, 
I and thereby showed a gland spirit of 
sacrifice and self-denial. 
Steered by Sails. 
“On February 18, at half-past six a. 
rn., I saw land one point on the port 
bow, bearing north 55 degrees east by 
compass. 
I lieu (led over aud took a 
sounding from time to time. At eleven 
a rn., us the ship was going very slow- 
missing und it was generally believed 
\f because of the light breeze from the 
west that prevailed and the sea was 
calm, I had the lifeboat hoisted out 
and manned by three volunteers for 
the purpose Brat of reconnoitering the 
exact nature of the laud, and secondly 
to have a tug vent out. 
I hoisted at 
I the same time the signal *YP’—‘I re- 
I quire a tug.’ At one p. in. I recognized 
I Fayal to ia>rt and Pico to starboard. 
I At half-past two p. rn. I saw a tug corn- 
{ ing from port and beading for pie. At 
three p. rn. I dollied sail (one Jib, two 


abe had been lost. Then on February 
18, much to the surprise of both the 
French and American navy depart­ 
ments. she was reported at the Azores. 
The expedients to which the crew of 
the vessel resorted lit their mouth at 
sam* are best related In the hailing mas­ 
ter’s own report: 
“Tile machinists set to work to fix 
: the engines, and ob Wednesday, Janu­ 
ary Tfi. at midnight, the c»*utral engine 
started up. 
I set course east. There 
was nothing In sight. 
At 3 a. rn. we , *tav*all* and one fore-and-aft main- 
again broke down. 
At 8:30 a. in. I 
saw lights of two steamers to isirt on 
sail). These sails allowed us to steer 
to a certain extent, and drove us about 
the horizon, headed east. 
I showed J t pr#,# knoU when we bud a fine sea 
two red lights at the masthead and sig­ 
naled to them witli the blinker. They 
did not answer me aud continued on 
their coma* to the east. 
“Th# boat continued stopped and tile 
machinist* kept at the repair of the 
engine*. 
I kept pumping tile bilges 


mid a good breeze. 
They were made 
from tablecloth*, sheet*, bedspreads 
aud blankets. 
The weather did not 
permit of their being u*ed ut all times, 
because they were not very strong. 
At 25 minutes past three the SIU- 
Mac took me In tow alinit five mile* 
where the witter reached a height of j K,,U(iiv*Hst of Fayal and brought, me lu- 
gbout 20 Im he*. The boat made a lot 
of water from tile springing of her 
beams. 
“At ten minutes to 12 a. iii. I saw 
! the mast vt a scout boat on the horizon 
to the northwest. Considering my boat 
j to be iu a critical condition by reason 
ut the length of time it had liven dis­ 
abled and the near exhaustion of my 
lubricating oil, I fired a salvo of six 
•hots aud hoisted the signal of dis­ 
tress. I obtained no answer aud could 
sow nothing more of them a few min- 
at<M later. 
At noon the center engine 
started up; course east. 
Nothing in 
sight. At I p hi. a new breakdown of 
lite engine 
Tile chief mat bin I st, F Big­ 
nou, reported to me that the lubricate 
1 'ng oil waa all gone. Thereupon I used 
soap suds aud aaveral greasy sub- 
staa-es to replace tile oil, but the** 
gave bad results.
